prpcttdings publiſhed 3 which be pleaſed to take as follows. 

The firſt Tiryal regardable, was of a young Man for killing a 
Gunſmith.in St. Mortins in the fields , on the 7th of Auguſt lat. 
The Priſoter waiting on a Gentlcman that had fent ſeveral brace 
of Piſtols thithey to trim up, coming into the'Shop to look after 
them, takes up one , not imagining it to be charged , and hold- 

'ing.it forth that way where che youth deceaſed was at work, on 
a ſudden it went oft., and ſhot him in the left thigh , -making a 
wound three inches deep; wheredf , ſometime after, he dyed- 
There appearcd not the'leaft malice, ' but on the contrary, a gicat 
deal of love and kindneſs between them, fo that the Jury reciting 
the whole matter by a Tpecial Verdict, found that he did it invo- 
Juntarily, caſually, and by misfortune, 

But che-next Arraignment appear'd far more black and Tra- 
gical. A-Manon the laſt day of- Huguft ; bt Kenſington , picking 
a cauſeleſsquarrel-with another, without any provocation that 
could be made appear , would -needs-fight with him 3 and often 
with horrid Oaths,ſwore he would have ſatisfaction, or elſe he 
would ftick bim. The party afterwards killed; was then in drink, 
and finding himſelf thereby itricapacitated , gave good words, 
deſiring; him to ſtay till the Morning , - and then he would give 
him what ſatisfaQion he would haycz and (ct another perſon to 
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perſwade him to that aroſe nothing would prevail,needs 
he' would fight, and fo into the fields tog=ther they go. As they 
paſſed, a young man heard the perſon now dad, ſay, We wete 


| better go back and drink a pot of Ale, than fight. now 3 where- 
upon, he obſerved them the more; and ſaw them go over a file, -. 


the Priſoner helping over 'the othex, he was ſo much' in drink : 
then the Priſoner drew his Sword , and urged the other to do fo 
foo 3 but he refuſed,and ſtood ill with his Arms folded 3 where- 
upon, the Priſoner ſwore, If be would not draw, be would kill 
bim 3 and accordibgly gave him a wound in the Breaſt. Then 
the evidence bring ou horſeback, at a diſtance,call'd to him, de- 
firing him to forbear his Sword, and rather bang him ſoundly, 
that might not prejudice his Life ; but till he (wore, he would 
kilſhim 3 and the other repeated, That at preſent be was itt in a 
condition t0 anſwer bim,. but next morning be would anſwer bim :- 
with which oothing ſatisficd , the Priloner 'mzde four thruſts” 
more at him, and killed him on the*place 3 for which cruel and 
unmanly Action, having nothing material ro altkeadge if excuſe,” 
he was found guilty of Felony and Muider , and julily received 
ſentence of Death. g IR 
Two Women, and a Man were tryed for a Burghlary in the 
Patith of Paddington, onthe 27th of September laft : the Evi- ' 
dence ſwore politzvely, that between twoand tlitce of the clock 
in. the night, the two Women at Bar, and four Men, came to his 
Houſe, broke open his door , and the Men entring, knockt him 
down , grievouſly abuſed his Wife , that ſhe ſtil} remains fick 3 
and his Mother then lying ill , chey (o i}lintreated, that ſhe'was* 
immediately taken ſpeechleſs, and ſoon after dyed 3. then they 
rifled the Houſe, took two Gold-rings, ſeveral parcels of Lynen 
and Cloaths, and 6 ys. 6. d. in Money , which they flurig forth ; 
to the Women that aid without ; and the WitnefsTwore,, that | 
they were the now Priſoners, whom: he well knew before, and 
it being then Moon-light could. plaiply diſcern'3. bat as for he”. 
Men, hc knew none of them., Theſe Women were acquainted'. 
with che Houſe, and one of them had been there br bang 
before, and ſecn moſt of the things afterwards taken , 3 
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w-re perſons of ill fame 3 one-had haunted Newgate, the other 
formerly tranſported from Berkſhire Ggal,-and cattie overagaia 
before the time limited , upon whom 3 blue Apron, part of the 
Goods loſt, was taken ſo that they were found guilty of the 
Felony and the Burghlary » and Condemned As for the Man, 
lictle being proved againſt him , only that lie brought one of 
thein over from Virgiaia,he was brought in notguilty,but order'd 
not to be diſcharged without ſureties tor the good behaviour.
